The police said he confessed 
he had struck the woman over the 
head with a whiskey bottle, bound 
and gagged her and shoved her into 
the furnace because she had attempt­ 
ed to give him poison whiskey. 
The woman was identified as Mrs. 
Sophie Poleski. 
She was the mother 
of a five year old child. 
The Roumanian. *ho Is married, 
admitted to police that. he had been 
Intimate with the woman for a long 
time.

sail-spread giving her a speed, especially in light .airs, that 


no British ship could equal. 
A lth ou g h only 172 feet on the 


w a t e r line, she carried a press of canvas alm ost as great as 
the much larger clipper ships of the fifties, which were, like 


herself, remarkable examples of 
Yankee sagacity in ship 


architecture. 


In August, 1812, the C onstitution fought her fam ous 


b a ttle w’ith the Guerriere, which she left a total wreck after 
an e n g a g e m e n t of th irty m in u te s— an exploit that stunned 


th e British navy and thrilled the United States from end 


t o end. 
Not long after she o u tm an o eu v red and o u tfo u g h t 


he frigate Java, which she captured off the coast of Brazil. 


In other battles she captured the Tieton, the Gy ane and the 


Levant. 
In every case the cleverness of her design and the 


daring seamanship of her c o m m an d ers made her easily the 


superior of the enem y ships. 


T h e W a r of 1812 was not a wholly glorious affair. 
E x ­ 
cept for J a c k s o n ’s great victory at New Orleans, o u r military 
campaigns ttere mostly blunders. 
But on the sea w e gained 


victories that we still recall with honest pride; for they were 


the fruit of the skillful se a m a n sh ip of American captains and 


the dogged courage of Am erican sailormen. 
Of these vic­ 
tories ‘‘Old I r o n s i d e s ’ is the enduring symbol.

•ev er sink beneath the waves or, worse still, fall a victim
